That’s the Sales theme being pursued by 
BIF organizers this year as 3,000 British 
manufacturers in all but a very few 
spheres .of major industrial enterprise 
(who'll hold ‘their own separate shows 
later) polish up the wares they’ll be show- 
ing at this big annual business event—the 
biggest national show window of indus- 
trial production inthe world. 

With: this theme the North American— 
and particularly the Canadian buyer—is 
beirig wooed more energetically than ever 
before and in‘a spirit of<confidence that 
wherever *he’s buying now, he'll ‘find 
through the BIF that. British industry may 
be able to offer something better—or at 
least something. new or cheaper or differ- 
ent. 


Surprises Promised 


Where, they are saying, the Canadian 
buyer in any one .field has, perhaps, be- 
come resigned merely to hoping for the 
sométhing better, the something new from 
a few, this year he’]l find many have’ made 
or are anxious to miake that extra effort 
needed to secure a place in the Canadian 
market ‘sun, : 

More, they add, Canadian buyers who’ve 
customarily passed up*Britain in some 
fields—notably, capital goods—this (year

tion. 

You'll see a new type of bulldozer to 
roll back northland frontiers and the 
world’s largest dragline earth mover; new 
construction equipment to speed dam 
building; high quality generating equip- 
ment to use the dams and a thousand and 
one, machines to convert the power into 
production. 

Gadgets for the homeé;new fabrics, jew- 
elry, glass and chinaware for milady, in- 
spired by the pageantry of Britain in this 
coronation year.

Spread over three buildings, two in 
London, one in suburban Birmingham, the 
show takes up more than one million sq.

showing more than 10,000 products, the 
catalogue of which takes up 2,000 pages.

And it has been a happy hunting ground 
for Canadian buyers with as iittle as $10,- 
000 and as much as $5 millions to spend. 


How Fair Arranged 


Throughout most of its history space 
has been the Fair’s limiting factor. The 
BIF has moved from building to building 
in search for more extensive accommoda- 
tion, finally ending up split into three 
exhibition buildings. 

For convenience the London exhibition 
centres of Earl’s Court and Olympia are 
devoted to the lighter industriés and the 
Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, centre 
contains the engineering and hardware 
sections. 

By air, rail or road all ways lead to the 
huge Fair centre of Castle Bromwich dut- 
side of Birmingham situated between a 
railroad, airport and main highway. 

The giant hangar sized building is half a 
mile long and 470 ft. wide. Its size is come 
pletely suited to its exhibits of: hardware, 
building and heating equipment, electrical 
equipment, engineering, metals, transport 
and gas. Structural and agricultural equip- 
ment, mining gear and contractors’ plant 
form an outdoor display at the side of the 
main building. 

In both hardware and building groups 
the, exhibits cover many products made in 
the area around Birmingham in which

In offices, in homes, factories, 
transportation equipment, com- 

| munications and medicine, the| 
| movement of electrons is taking 
| the work. out of human hands. 

In calculators, the new “brains” 
of the world, electrons are doing 
the routine work of men’s minds.

Because the cathode ray tube 
is always usea together with the 
thermionic tube th*y may be con- 
sidéred. together. 

“The three main functions of the 
thermionic valve are to rectify, 
to amplify and to generate cscilla- 
tions.. In most of its applications 
it fulfills one or more of these 
functions. And in all its applica- 
tions U. K. is an exporter. ® 


Radie And Research 


In communications its applica- 
tion in radio is best known where 
it is used in all three of its main} 
funcfions—as an oscillator in the 
transmitter and as a detector arid 
amplifier in the receiver. Similar- 
ly it has applications in long dis-' 
tance ‘phoiue lines, television, 
hearing aids, dictaphones,.etc. 

The thermiunic tube also finds | 
increasing application in scientif- 
ic instruments and research for 
measurement of minute displace- 
ments by electronic amplifica- 
tions.
